Former President Tsuruhei 
Matsuno of the Upper House 
tendered his resignation Sunday 
night. Elections for half o° the 
Upper House seats were held in 
July, 

The Government submitted to 
the Lower House Monday the 
Japan-Soviet joint declaration 
and the protocol for commerce 
and navigation, which were 
signed by Prime Minister Hato- 
yama at the end of his October 
visit to the Russian capital, and 
the Japan-Soviet fishery and sea 
rescue agreements, signed last 
May, by Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono. 

The Government intends to 
get both Houses to ratify the 
four documents by the end of 
this month. 


The Lower House decided to 
set up five special committees, 
including one to study the docu- 
ments for normalizing Japan- 
Soviet relations. ae 

The proposal for the extension 
of the Strike Control Law—the 
issue which promises to become 
the biggest bone of contention 
between the ruling  Liberal- 
Democrats. and opposition So- 
Cialist—was also presented to 
the Lower. House the same day. 
The Government requested that 
the proposal be exempted from 
deliberations by the Social-La- 
bor Committee and be _ sent 
directly to the plenary session. 

The request, designed to pre- 
vent the Socialists from apply- 
ing dilatory tactics to hold up 
the proposal, immediately 
brought forth a strong protest 
from the opposition party. 

In the Upper House, the selec- 
tion of the mew President was 
put off until Tuesday after “eat- 
ed discussions were exchanged 
until late at night between the 
Liberal-Democrats and the S§So- 
cialists, 

The Government party sought 
to fill posts of both President 
and Vice-President. But the So- 
cialists demanded the resigna- 
tion of Vice-President Yutaka 
Terao (Liberal-Democrat) and 
his replacement by a Socialist. 

Prime Minister Hatoyama and 
Foreign Minister Shigemitsu 
are expected to deliver policy 
speeches at both Houses follow- 
ing the opening ceremonies 
Wednesday. 


Tory Nat'l Confab 
Expected on Dec. 7 


The Liberal-Democratic Party 
general meeting of Diet mem- 
bers Tuesday is expected to set 
Dec. 7 as the opening date of 
its national convention. The 
main task of the convention will 
be the nomination of Prime 
Minister Hatoyama’s successor. 

The Government party is also 
expected to call off a plan to 
have the Prime Minister formal- 
ly declare his intention of re- 
tirement at Tuesday’s Diet mem- 
bers’ general meeting. This is 
because Hatoyama’s intention is 
already fully known to party 
rank and file. 

The Tory party was afraid 
that if Hatoyama revealed his 
retirement plan before the spe- 
cial Diet session, it might pro- 
vide the Socialists with new am- 
munition for their attack on the 
Government.

French Units 
Kill 15 Rebels 
In Algeria 


ALGIERS, Nov. 12 (Kyodo- 
UP)—French military forces an- 
nounced Monday they had kill- 
ed. 15 rebels and arrested 19 
others in an_ air-supported 
operation in the mountainous 
Constantine area. ‘ 


The action, described as “a 
important military operation,” 
took place west of Duvivier, 260 
miles from Algiers. 


French troops mopping up the 
area after the fight found stocks 
of arms that included two ma- 
chineguns, 26 submachine guns, 
11 army rifles, 19 hunting rifles, 
6,000 cartridges, 100 grenades, 
a box of powder and medical 
supplies. 


In Souk-Ahras, 270 miles from 
Algiers, rebel commandos _in- 
filtrated into the center of town, 
where they let loose a volley of 
submachine gun bullets and 
hurled two grenades into a cafe. 


The attack resulted in the 
death of a railroad worker and 
the wounding of 19 persons. One 
of the rebels was taken pris- 
oner, 


Pusan Court Sentences

PUSAN, Noy. 12 (INS)—A 
South Korean district court in 
Pusan Monday meted out to 33 
Japanese fishermen sentences 
ranging from three to 10 
months imprisonment for 
“poaching” within the “Rhee 
Line” fishing boundary. Those 
sentenced included Capt. Toshi- 
hiko Ishida and crew members 
of the 72-ton fishing boat Taiyo 
Maru which was taken into cus- 
tody Aug. 9 by ROK Coast

Arabs Urged by Voroshilov 
To Work for Mid-East Peace 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP)—The 
Soviet Union’s President Kle- 
menti Voroshilov urged the 
Arab peoples Monday to “stop 
aggression and restore the 
peace and security of the Mid- 
dle East.” 

Voroshiloy sent a telegram to 
King Saud of Saudi Arabia 
which was quoted by Moscow 
Radio. 

“On the National Day of Saudi 
Arabia, I beg Your Highness to 
accept the yery best wishes of 
the people of the Soviet Union 
for your own happiness and the 
prosperity and success of the 
people of your country,” the 


telegram said. 

“I should like to take this op- 
portunity to express my con- 
fidence that in this grim hour 
of aggression by colonial pow- 
ers against Egypt, the Arab peo- 
ple, like all other peace-loving 
peoples of the world, will make 
every effort to stop aggression 
and restore the peace and secu- 
rity of Middle East. 

“I hope the friendly relations 
existing between our two coun- 
tries will continue to develop 
in a spirit of mutual understand- 
ing for the good of the peoples 
of Saudi Arabia and the Soviet 
Union.” 


Arab Chiefs 
To Discuss 
Middle East 


BEIRUT, Nov. 12 (AP)—Five 
Arab heads of state were ex- 
pected to meet in Beirut Mon- 
day to discuss the Middle East 
crisis. 


The Arab leaders, reported 
meeting with Lebanese Presi- 
dent Camille Chamoun, were 
Saudi Arabia’s King Saud, King 
Faisal of Iraq, King Husse'n of 
Jordan and President Shukri 
Kuwatly of Syria. 


Informed circles anticipated 
that the meeting would take 
up, among other things, mea- 
sures to check the spread of 
communism in Arab states, 


The Arab Chiefs of State were 
reported worried about the So- 
viet Union’s recen: propaganda 
gains resulting from its espous- 
al of Egypt’s cause against Brit- 
ain, France and Israel, 


These sources also anticipated 
that the conference would try to 
work out a formula for settling 
the Arab-Israeli conflict as well 
as seek a united Arab policy to- 
ward the’ British-French-Israeli 
military operations. 


Strict security measures sur: 
rounded the meeting. No official 
announcement was made, and 
the local press was forbidden to 
refer to the gatherings. Re- 
ports cabled abroad by news- 
men were stopped by the censor. 
(This dispatch -was telephoned 
to Amsterdam). 


The sources said Iraqi King 
Feisal will bring a seven-man 
delegation, all of Cabinet rank. 
It is believed the Iraqi delega- 
tion will argue that the Pales- 
tine problem must be settled in 
order to save the Arab worid 
from a Communist threat.

“The prime ministers. of 
Burma, Ceyion, India and Indo- 
nesia met today (Monday) to 
consider the international situa- 


+ tion,- more especially in West 
Asia (Middle East) and Hun-} 


gary. They will meet again to- 
morrow (Tuesday) morning.” 

An Indian Government 
spokesman said the conference 
May continue through Wednes- 
day morning. 

“The ministers probably will 
igsue some resolutions at the 
conclusion of the meeting,” he 
said. The meeting did not con- 
sider sending any message to 
the United Nations or calling of 
the 29 African and Asian na- 
tions of the Bandung confcience 
group, he said. 


Nehru Blasts Poll 

NEW DELHI, Nov. 12 (Kyo- 
do-UP)—Prime Minister Nehru 
said Monday jit would not be 
proper to hold elections in Hun- 
gary under United Nations aus- 
pices, 

“We consider this not right,” 
Nehru told newsmen at the air- 
port following his return to the 
capital from Calcutta. 

When asked about reports 
that Russia might send volun- 
teers to the Middle East, Nehru 
said “I don’t think anyone is 
likely to go.” 


World Federation Meet

Inside the capital the occa- 
sional chatter of machinegun- 
fire was the death rattle of the 
revolution in its last agonies. 
In Gyoer province, occasional 
shooting broke’ out, especially 
along the roads leading to free 
Austria. The same was true of 
the Vac area north of Budapest. 

The last-stand rebels fought 
not only a mighty Russian ma- 
chine outnumbering them and 
outfiring them 20 to one; they 
fought cold, hunger and even 
despair. The iron grip of the 
Russian colossus tightened by 
the minute, and virtually all 
Hungary was under its domi- 
nation once again. The first 
light of freedom the Hungarians 
had glimpsed for 15 long years 
was rapidly dying out. 

By the best available esti- 
mates, 20,000—or perhaps more 
in the at- 
tempt to break the grip of the 
Soviet Union and communism 
on their country. Russian dead 
are estimated from 4,000 to 
5,000. Responsible reporters 
back from Budapest brought 
these. figures, and said _ the 
wounded numbered Rus- 
sians and Hungarians. 

The first intoxicating taste of 
victory and freedom for the 
Hungarians a week ago has 
turned to crushing defeat at the 
hands of 13 Russian divisions 
which answered the frantic call 
for help from Hungary's pup- 
pet Communist rulers. 

Fighting against impossible 
odds, the Hungarian resistance 
had inflicted an initial military 
defeat on the two Russian divi- 
sions which had occupied the 
country. But 1 week ago the 
Russians—crack guards troops 
—poured into the country and. 
wreaked what all returnec ob- 
servers call wanton and de- 
liberate destruction in the capi- 
tal. About 200,000 Russians, 
armor . and _ infantry, were 
thrown against rebels resisting 
with.what weapons they could 
find—or even with their bare 
fists, 

While the rebels fought with 
their backs to the wall, Mos- 
cow's puppet Premier, the Com- 
munist Janos Kadar, was report- 
ed to have summoned the depos- 
ed Imre Nagy back from what- 
ever limbo the Russians had as- 
signed him, in a_ desperate 
search for some way to win pop- 
ular support. Nagy, a “new 
course” Titoist who became Pre- 
mier by demand of rebellious 
students when the revolution 
seemed almost won, may have 
been in Soviet custody since the 
Russians deposed his revolution- 
ary government last week. 

Correspondents returning 
from Budapest said the city was 
in the grip of indescribable 
horror, more horrifying, even, 
than they had seen in the days 
of World War II. The Russians 
methodically pounded every 
sign of resistance,

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
Nov. 12 (Kyodo-UP)—U.N. 
Secretary-General Dag Ham- 
marskjold announced Monday 
Egypt has agreed to accept 
the U.N. police force and the 
first units are expected to ar- 
rive there Tuesday, 


CAIRO, Nov. 12 (INS)—An 
authoritative source said Mon- 
day that President Nasser will 
approve the entry of the U.N, 
“peace task force” into Egypt. 


This was learned as the U.N. 
Commander, Maj. Gen. E. L. M. 
Burns of Canada, met with Nas- 
Ser to discuss the police unit 
which will secure the ceasefire 
which took effect five days ago. 


Burns arrived in Cairo from 
Jerusalem in his DC-3 and 
strode quickly and grave-faced 
to a waiting car which took him 
to the noon meeting with 
Nosser. 


Neither Burns nor Egyptian 
officials would comment public- 
ly on the hasty session as ten- 


sicn mounted over the crucial 
last-minute negotiations to land 
the U.N. force in Egypt. 


But an authoritative source 
told INS: | 


“Egypt's answer will be yes. 
You can expect the first United 
Nationers to arrive as schedul- 
ed, probably Tuesday morning.” 


Advance units of the U.N. 
force were waiting in Naples 
for the .go-ahead to fiy into 
Egypt. 

Radio Cairo said, meanwhile, 
that Foreign Minister Mahmoud 
Fawzi is expected to go to New 
York Thursday to head the 
Egyptian delegation at the re-

N.Z. Labels

NEW YORK, Nov. 12 (Kyodo- 
UP)--The Russians aré trying 
to “make mischief” in the Mid- 
dle East with their threat to 
send volunteers to fight beside 
Egyptians, New Zealand’s Am- 
bassador to the United Nations 
charged Sunday. 


Sir Leslie Munro, appearing 
with Israeli and Ceylonese U.N. 
delegates on a television pro- 
gram, said the Russians lost no 
time in urging British, French 
and Israeli troops to get out of 
Egypt without saying a wéord 
about removing Red troops from 
Hungary. 

“I haven’t heard they were 
willing to withdraw from Hun- 
gary,” Munro said. “I think 
they are making mischief with 
their volunteer threat. They are 
champions at making michie* of 
this kind.” 


Abba Eban, Israel’s Ambassa- 
dor to the U.N., said a new 
crisis would be created if the 
British, French and _ Israeli 
troops were to pull out of 
Egypt before the U.N. police 
force arrives there. A _ with- 
drawal would “leave a vacuum 
for a renewal of fighting and 
blockades,” he said, 


Munro agreed that there 
would be disturbances and “no 
security for the Free World” if 
a withdrawal took place befor 
the U.N. force arrived. 


Ceylon’s R.S.S. Gunewardene 
said the foreign troops in Egypt 
“must” withdraw immediately. 
He said this could be done’ with- 
out any danger because the 
matter now is before the U.N. 
and the police force is on tae 
way to Egypt.

Egypt Arms 
Buildup by 
Reds Bared 


LONDON, Nov. 12 (AP)—An 
official British source disclosed 
Sunday night the Soviet bloc 
had built Egypt into a powerful 
arms camp and sent at least 
1,000 Communist aircrews and 
technicians to run things. 

“Some 300 Russians and 
Czechs made for the Sudan 
shortiy after Anglo-French inter- 
vention,” the source said. “A 
number of them appeared to be 
aircrews and mechanics.” 

What happened to the rest of 
the 1,000 was not made clear. 

The British report emphasized 
that there was no evidence of 
“Soviet bloc” volunteers going 
to Egypt once the Anglo-French 
assault began. 

The 1,000 Communist techni- 
cians had been sent to Egypt 
previously, the official source 
said, along with bombers, fight- 
er planes, tanks, at least one 
submarine and rocket launchers.

As a prelude to the opening 
session at 3 p.m. (EST) (5 a.m. 
JST) Dag Hammarskjold sent 
sharply worded cables to Hun- 
gary and Russia calling for 
prompt agreement to allow 
U.N. observers to enter Hun- 
garv. 

The Secretary-General blunt- 
ly criticized the failure of 
Hungary’s puppet regime to an- 
swer his earlier request for the 
stationing of observers and 
threatened to call for further 
Assembly action unless he re- 
ceived a reply “shortly.” 


In two terse cables, Hungarian 
Deputy Foreign Minister Istvan 
Sebes said his Governmeni 
was “weighing” Hammarskjold’s 
cables and later advised it was 
waiting for “the official text of 
the resolution in question.” 

Hammarskjold requested the 
Soviet Government to support 
his “demand” to Hungary to 
allow observers to enter the 
battle-torn country and added 
he felt “entitled to count on the 
assistance” of Russia in aiding 
the observers when they enter- 
ed Hungary. 

Hammarskjold also requested 
the Hungarian Government to 
give an early reply on medicine 
and food needed to aid the 
blood-bathed nation. 

A highlight of the regular 
session is the arrival of two 
premiers and some 35 foreign 
ministers for the meetings, ex- 
pected to go into March after a 
Christmas recess. 

The emergency sessions held 
during the past two weeks on 
the Hungarian and Middle East 
problems dovetailed right into 
the regular fall session, delayed 
because of the U.S. elections. 

These problems promised to 
crowd out all other political 
issues on the provisional agenda 
of the 11th Assembly. 

The regular session alreadv 
has a recommendation before 
it by the emergency Assemblv 
to give the Middle East and Hun- 
garian questions priority over 
all other matters. ° 

Consequently, the Assembly 
will drop at a moment's 1.otice 
whatever it is doing and con- 
vene immediately to discuss 
either or both of the two ques- 
tions whenever necessary. 

Despite preoccupation with 
Egypt and Hungary, the 76 de- 
legations are in for some hard 
work on the following political, 
economic and scientific prob- 
lems: 

1. Atomic radiation—India 
and the Afro-Asian states, back- 
ed by Russia and other nations, 
will launch a new drive for a 
ban on all nuclear weapons 
tests. 

2. Cyprus—A deep thorn in 
the side of the NATO powers, 
the question will be discussed 
in its entirety with Britain pres- 
sing new charges against Greece 
for “terrorism” in the Mediter- 
ranean island. Britain also had 
opposed U.N. discussion of 
Cyprus but, like France on Al- 
geria, intends to counter wilh 
her own charges.

Through the struggle, to reach 
its climax with a three-day sec- 
ond-wave action from Nov. 26, 
Kankoro intends to press the 
Government to present to the 
Diet session a supplementary 
bill for increased wages and 
yearend bonus, 


The struggle of the Kankoro, 
mainstay of the 3,000,000-mem- 
ber Sohyo (General Council of 
Japan Labor Unions), is part 
of Sohyo’s autumn and yearend 
labor offensive, 


The Kankoro struggle will be 
staged in three waves, each 
lasting three days, The third- 
wave will begin Dec. 5. 

During the struggle, Kankoro 
members will make mass peti- 
tioning, take leaves quit work 
before time. Government work- 
ers are banned by law from 
taking strike action. 

Labor observers foresaw dif- 
ficulties for the Kankoro move 
in connection with the struggle 
time-table. 

As the struggle time-table has 
been fixed by roughly adjusting 
varied struggle plans of the 
member union, it is feared that 
the struggle may become dis- 
concerted. 

The National Railways Work- 
ers Unions, a pivotal union of 
Kankoro, for instance, has al- 
ready launched an active strug- 
gle with a management reply 
expected shortly. 

Should the NRWU come to 
terms early with the manage- 
ment, the observers anticipated, 
the united struggle may break 
down and other Kankoro unions 
may seek individual settlement 
of their fights as in the case of 
the Kankoro’s spring labor of- 
fensive, 

The National Communications 
Workers Union, on the other 
hand, is set to climax its fight 
late in December. 

The Government, meanwhile, 
has fixed the policy at a Cabi- 
net meeting of enforcing firm 
control over any unlawful prac- 
tices by the Kankoro strugglers. 
The policy was decided last Fri- 
day. 


Rightists Rally 
Against USSR Deal 


A rally to oppose ratification 
of the recently concluded Japan- 
Soviet joint declaration was 
held under the joint sponsorship 
of various rightist organizations 
Monday at the open-air music 
hall in Hibiya Park. 

It was participated in by some 
400 rightists who assembled 
from various parts of the coun- 
try. 
After the meeting, the parti- 
cipants marched from Hibiya 
to Shimizutani Park via Tamu- 
racho and Toranomon carrying 
placards opposing ratification of 
the joint declaration. 

Twelve representatives of the 
rally also called on the Diet, 
which opened its special session 
Monday, U.S. Embassy and the 
Soviet Fishery Mission and for- 
warded petitions against the 
ratification. 

The Soviet Fishery Mission 
in Tokyo was stoned Monday 
by some 200 rightists who broke 
open the main gate, smashed 
windows and caused other de- 
struction to the mission build- 
ing. 

The incident occurred around 
2:40 p.m. when members of the 
Asian Races Deliberative Council 
stormed the mission following a 
rally of rightist organizations at 
Hibiya Park to oppose ratifica- 
tion of the Japan-Soviet joint 
declaration. 

Some 100 police were called 
out to quell the disturbance.

Robinson, the first Negro to 
play in U.S. major league base- 
ball, told high school students 
of the American School in 
Japan at Meguro, Tokyo, Moa- 
day that whether America can 
have complete racial integra- 


tion or not is up to the younger 
generation. 


Answering a student’s ques- 
tion if he thinks’ that anti- 
integration feeling is something 
born from generation to genera- 
tion and therefore very diffi- 
cult to wipe out, Robinson said, 
“Yes.” 


“But I believe that it could 
be eliminated by youngste's 
like you,” Robinson said. “It’s 
all up to you.” 


A graduate of the University 
of California at Los Angeles, 
Robinson gave a 20-minute 
lecture on segregation before 
a history class through his ex- 
perience as the first Negro 
player in the major league. 


He said integration at public 
schools in the Southern states 
won’t be attained right now but 
“it is going to happen very 
soon.” : 
“The problem is considerably 
smaller than 10 years ago be- 
cause the right thinking people. 
fair-minded Americans are tak- 
ing over,” the great Negro in- 
fielder remarked.

ensemble entitled “Kaesu-gaesu 
Nagori no Otsu-e,” first per- 
formed in 1826. 

This composite group of five 
dances all featured characters 
taken from the well-known“ Otsu- 
e” or Otsu pictures, quick brush- 
stroke genre sketches drawn by 
Ukiyo Matahei, who incidentally 
is the hero of the popular Kabu- 
ki play commonly known as 
“Domo Mata” 
Stutterer. 

The five figures taken from 
the Otsu pictures and brought 
to colorful life on the stage in 
dance form are “Fuji Musume” 
(Wistaria Maiden), “Zato” 
(Blind Masseur), “Tenjin” (the 
God Tenjin), “Sendo” (Boat- 
man) and “Yakko” (Footman). 
As can be surmised from the 
list, the various dances offer a 
great deal of variety in mood 
and form; and the three to be 
seen on this month’s program 
offer as much variety as any 
choice to be had among the five. 

Famous Dance 

The most famous dance is, 
needless to say, “Fuji Musume,” 
a favorite with all leading 
“ovama” (female role) dancers, 
beyond description in the grace 
of its swiftly flowing gestures 
and movements, spectacular 
with quick costume changes 
from one beautiful garment to 
another. This dance revels in 
the essence of graceful and sen- 
suous womanhood. . 

“Zato,” in contrast, is a humo- 
rous spoofing of love. Zato is 
the blind masseur, whose blind- 
ness certainly seems not to have 
deprived him of the enjoyment 
of love-making in the gay quar- 
ters. This worldly-wise Zato, 
humorous and resigned, is walk- 
ing along the street one eve- 
ning when a dog jumps out and 
barks at him. 

Then ensues a_ delightful 
dance between dog and man 


which saucily spoofs the deli-

what with the partner being a 
dog, is hardly such. Instead, 
the dog goes wonderfully “out 
of character” to perform the 
“woman” to the blind masseur, 
dancing in his dog-costume (a 
very cleverly executed one) 
with the graceful and mincing 
mannerisms generally associat- 
ed with an “oyama” dancer in 
beautiful female garb, 
Spirited Footmen 

Contrasted against the grace- 
ful beauty of “Fuji Musume” 
and the light insouciance of 
“Zato,” “Seki San Yakko” brings 
on the stage four spirited “yak- 
ko,” the colorfully garbed foot- 
men of feudal days. 

Of the four dance numbers to 
be seen this month, only “Mo- 
miji Gari” is unassociated with 
the others, being an independ- 
ent number based on the origi- 
nal Noh play of the same title. 

This treats with an old legend 
of the Togakushi mountains, in 
which a fierce man-eating ogre 
is subdued by the hero Kore- 
mochi, As the scene takes place 
in the Togakushi mountains 
when it is bright with autumn 
foliage, the number has come 
to be associated with the late 
autumn season in both Kabuki 
and Noh, and is most often to 
be seen performed during this 
season, 

In this number, Utaemon ap- 
pears first as a_ beautiful 
princess who is enjoying an out- 
ing in the bright-foliaged moun- 
tains accompanied by a whole 
retinue of ladies-in-waiting. No 
one could believe that this 
princess is in reality a blood- 
thirsty ogre, but so she is. 

Ogre as Princess 

To this scene comes Koremo- 
chi (Koshiro) on his mission to 
rout out and kill the notorious 
ogre. He and his companions 
are enticed into partaking of 
the wine and feast offered by 
the colorful company; and a 
whole series of dances, some 
gay, some humorous, follow, all 
intended for Koremochi’s enter- 
tainment, 

Finally the princess herself 
dances, but when Koremochi is 
lulled to sleep by the enjoyment, 
she flings a fierce look in his 
direction before hurrying off 
with her company. 

Meanwhile, Koremochi sees in 
his sleep the god of the moun- 
tains who comes to warn him 
that the princess jis in reality 
the ogre; and Koremochi, 
awakening, runs off in pursuit 
of the “princess.” 

Presently the princess reap- 
pears on the stage, and in one 
of the spectacularly executed 
quick costume changes peculiar 
to the Kabuki stage, “she” is 
changed into ogre form. The 
contrast between the princess 
and the ogre is of course one of 
the main points of this number; 
and a dramatic fight-dance en- 
sues between the two principals. 

Dramatic Pose 

It is to be assumed that Kore- 
mochi is victorious, but the ogre 
is not killed during the number, 
for after all, the principal dancer 
can hardly be allowed to lie in 
humiliating death on ‘the stage 
fioor when the curtain is drawn. 
He dashes instead up the huge 
trunk of a nearby tree, from 
where he blows smoke and fire 
and looks down threateningly 
on his pursuer below, the two 
striking a dramatic pose until 
the curtain hides them from 
sight. : 

Numbers other than the 
dances include “Date Kurabe 
Ise Monogatari,” an old and 
seldom performed play which 
is being seen this time for the 
first time in some 20 years. 
Other old numbers are “Imori- 
zake,” a play which centers 
around a magic love potion 
called “imori-zake,” a wine in 
which an imori or type of small 
lizard has been immersed; and 
the “Fuin-giri”’ scene from Chi- 
kamatsu’s popular “Koi-bikyaku

WASHINGTON—That point 
designated on most maps as the 
north magnetic pole now is rec- 
ognized only as the “dip” pole. 

A point near Thule on the 
west coast of Greenland, several 
hundred miles from the magnet- 
ic pole on maps, is accepted 
as the north magnetic pole. 

At the “dip” pole in Ellesmere 
Land, near the joint U.S.-Cana- 
dian air station at Resolute Bay, 
the magnetic needle points 
straight downward toward the 
center of earth. 

Up to a few years ago it was 
considered a mathematical point, 
unique on earth. Now, how- 
ever, it has been demonstrated 
that it shifts a great deal and 
the straight dip may be found 
anywhere in an area of several 
hundred square miles around 
Resolute Bay. 

This region, says Dr. Alvin G. 
McNish ofthe U.S. Bureau of 
Standards, one of the country’s 
foremost experts on magnetism, 
is not the true magnetic pole, 
although it would appear so to 
any observer at or near the sur- 
face of the earth. It would be 
quite different to an observer 


| stationed on the moon and look- 


ing at the earth with complete 
objectivity. 

Such an observer, it could be 
assumed, is watching the path 
of cosmic rays, the extremely 
powerful: particles showered 
constantly on earth from outer 
space and whose total energy is 
equal to that of the total of star- 
light reaching this planet. These 
particles, many of them nuclei 
of heavy atoms, are deflected by 
the planet’s magnetism as they 
approach the earth. 

They tend to concentrate at 
the point near Thule, now ac- 
cepted as the true magnetic 
pole, and not around the “dip 
pole.” 

Actually, at the true pole it-

self, the needle would not point 
straight down. Its vertical in- 
clination is influenced every- 
where by local variations in the 
earth’s surface, such as moun- 
tains containing magnetic mate- 
rial. If the surface of the 
planet were perfectly smooth 
the two poles would be identi- 
cal. 


The situation in the Antarctic 
is approximately the same with 
the supposed magnetic pole, 
located in the middle of Victoria 
Land, now recognized as only 
the “dip pole.” So far as 
known, nobody ever has visited 
the actual south magnetic pole 
but its precise point can be cal- 
culated from the position of the 
north magnetic pole. 


A major effort during the com- 
ing International Geophysical 
Year will be made to clear up 
the highly complex field of the 
earth’s magnetism, with observ- 
ing stations quite close to all 
four poles. It is recognized 
that the apparent magnetic field 
of the earth—that designated by 
compass needles and, until re- 
cently, the basis of much of nav- 
igation—has shifted markedly 
during geological time due to 
influences not yet clearly under- 
stood. 

The actual shifting of the 
north magnetic “dip pole” first 
was observed by Canadian fliers 
over the Arctic a few years ago 
and it now is recognized that 
no actual mathematical point 
can be designated. From time 
to time the needle may point 
straight downward almost any- 
where within the general Ellese- 
mere Land area, depending on 
largely unexplained shifts in 
local conditions. But it is high- 
ly unlikely there ever will be 
any shift in the position of the 
true magnetic pole to which 
cosmic particles are attracted.

Sonar may be described as a 
underwater “radar” device by 
which electronic signals are sent 
out from surface ships, bounce 
off whatever they hit under- 
water and return to the ship.

Swiss Decide 
To Take Part 
In Olympics 


BERNE, Switzerland, Nov. 12 
(AP)—The Swiss Olympic Com- 
mittee decided Sunday to parti- 
cipate in the Melbourne Olym- 
pic Games, reversing an earlier 
decision, 

The executive board of the 
Swiss Olympic Committee had 
decided to withdraw from the 
Melbourne Games as a protest 
against the Russian repression 
of Hungary. 

Only Spain and the Nether- 
lands have taken similar action. 

The decision led to a wave of 
protests throughout the country 
and finally caused the Swiss 
committee’s president Marcel 
Henninger to convene an ex- 
traordinary general meeting to 
reconsider the withdrawal. 


BERNE, Nov. 12 (Kyodo-UP) 
—An amendment to the Olym- 
pic rules with which Switzer- 
land seeks to ban “warring na- 
tions” from _ participating in 
future Olympic Games reads as 
follows: 

“The delegations of athletes 
from countries which are at 
war not only de jure, but also 
de facto—cannot take part in 
Olympic Games. In spite of 
this, the International Olympic 
Committee can, according to 
the circumstances and in order 
to serve peace more effectively, 
agree to the participation of 
such countries, but only after 
a truce or at least an official 
declaration of ceasefire has 
been effected.” é 

This amendment, adopted by 
the Swiss Olympic Committee 
(Sunday) will be submitted to 
the IOC Congress in Melbourne.

The Giants, whipped, 25-28, by 
the Cards earlier in the season, 
won their fifth in a row for a 
6-1 record while wrapping up 
the Cardinals’ whirlwind offense 
for all but the final 10 seconds.

Baltimore’s Colts clung to 
third place in the Western with 
a 21-7 job on the still stumbling 
Cleveland Browns. Los Angeles 
escaped the basement by drop- 
ping San Francisco in 30-6. 

The Philadelphia Eagles took 
fourth place in the Eastern, be- 
hind Washington, with a 147 
victory over Pittsburgh.

S. Vietnam 
To Expand 
Watch Trade 


SAIGON, Nov. 12 (Kyodo-UP) 
—A Vietnamese watch company 
is expanding its plant in an at- 
tempt to compete with Japanese 
watches and to start exporting. 

The Vietnamese watch indus- 
try company has been assembly- 
ing watches since October, 1955 
from parts imported under the 
American economic aid pro- 
gram, 

A plant expansion now under 
way in Saigon, plus continued 
American aid, will enable the 
cempany to compete against 
Japanese imported watches, 
manager Pham Van Thanh said. 


This plan, however, depends 
on whether funds are approved 
to purchase the required manu- 
facturing machines, the U.S. aid 
mission said.

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Court Ruling 
Upholds 
Isbrandtsen 


Information just received 
from the United States reports 
that on Nov. 9 the U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals Washington, 
D.C., reversed the Federal Mari 
time Board (FMB) order per 
mitting the Japan-U.S, Atlantic 
Gulf Conference to establish 
the exclusive patronage confer- 
ence contract rate system 
and has ruled that the confer- 
ence contract rate system is 
unlawful and cannot be approv- 
ed by the FMB, according to 
the’ Tokyo office of the Isbrandt- 
sen Company. 

It is not known whether or 
not the conferences will appeal 
this ruling, but indications are 
that such an appeal would be 
futile. This development is ex 


tremely important because, the 


court’s final decision must be 
applied to all American trade 
routes, as to cargo shipped 
from American ports. 

This would mean an end to 
the exclusive patronage confer- 
ence contract rate system in 
all U.S. trades. It may be re- 
ealled that on Dec. 14, 1955, the 
U.S. Federal Maritime Board 
granted approval to the Japan- 
U.S. services. 

The Isbrandtsen Company ap- 
pealed this ruling through the 
U.S. Federal courts, and the 
Federal Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals issued an injunction pro- 
hibiting the conferences from 
instituting the conference con- 
tract system until such time as 
the court should thoroughly re- 
view the case and render its de- 
cision. Now that the Federal 
Court has rendered its decision 
in favor of the Isbrandtsen 
Company, presumably the 
court’s injunction against the 
conferences will become  per- 
manent and the conference con- 
tract system. will be definitely 
prohibited from the Japan-U.S.

Coal Profits Up 

The biggest increase in pro- 
fits was recorded by the coal- 
mining industry (over 100 per 
cent) and this accounts in part 
for the weekend strength of 
this group. 

Shipping and iron and steel 
followed in order with more 
than 50 per cent gains in 
net profits. Petroleum, foods, 
ceramics and cement were the 
only groups to show a drop in 
earnings.

High Output 


Foreseen by 
1960: MITI 


The Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry has predict- 
ed that Japan’s mining and 
manufacturing production index 
for fiscal 1960 will be treble that 
of prewar days. 


With the increased production, 
MITI observed the present facill- 
ties of cotton and wool spinning 
mills may become surplus but 
those of power, steel, carbide, 
sulphuric acid, chemical and 
pulp industries will be short. 

The Ministry said facilities of 
oil refining and cement indus- 
tries need to be modernized. 

Items whose production will 
show bigger increases during 
fiscal 1960 than estimated in the 
Economic Planning Agency’s 
Five-Year Economic plan, in- 
clude coal, oil products, coke, 
iron and steel, electrolytic cop- 
per, electric wiring, light metals, 


sulphur, ffire-bricks, artificial 
graphite, ammonium  sulphite, 
carbide, caustic soda, textiles, 


vinyl chloride and electricity. 

The mining and manufactur- 
ing production index for fiscal 
1960 is expected to register 300 
against a 1934-1936 average of 
100, which is also 17.2 per cent 
more than the production index 
of 256 envisaged in the EPA’s 
five-year plan. 

Production prospects revealed 
by the Ministry for fiscal -1956 
and 1960 as to major commodi- 
ties are as follows: 

1, Coal production for fiscal 
1956 is a at 48,000,000 
tons against 45,500,000 tons en- 
visaged in the Economic Five- 
Year plan for the same fiscal 
year. Its production for fiscal 
1960 is to reach 55,000,000 tons 
as against 51,000,000 tons in the 
. five-year plan. 

The coal demand for fiscal 
1960 is estimated at 57 million 
tons and the 2 million ton 
shortage will be covered with 
1,000,000 kiloliters of heavy oil. 

2. Petroleum products out- 
put for fiscal 1956 will reach 
10,400,000 kiloliters as against 
9,591,000 kiloliters as estimated 
in the five-year plan. 

Its output for fiscal 1960 will 
total 16,440,000 kiloliters against 
12,881,000 kiloliters in the eco- 
nomic plan. 

3. Coke production for fiscal 
1956 will total 8,250,000 tons as 
against 7,314,000 tons in the 
economic plan, : 

Its turnout for fiscal 1960 will 
come to 11,850,000 tons against 
8,800,000 tons in the economic 
plan.

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United Nations and Japan 


The 11th regular session of the United Nations General 
Assembly opened on Monday in the midst of turbulent 
international crises on two fronts—Hungary and Egypt. 
The situation is fraught with danger, for it could very 
well erupt into a general war. 

It is in times such as this that we must look to the 
United Nations to point the way to a peaceful solution of 
the problems which are propelling men to kill their fellow- 
men—as in the case of Hungary where Russian tanks and 
planes are slaughtering innocent citizens. 


But besides taking up the crucial matters which may 
mean the difference between peace and war, the United 
Nations will carry on its regular task as the clearing- 


house for the nations of the world. 


It will be in connec- 


tion with the latter that Japan will once more seek admis- 
sion to the United Nations as a regular member. 

‘ New States are admitted to the membership of the 
United Nations by a decision of the General Assembly upon 


the recommendation of the Security Council. 


And it has 


‘been ir. the Security Council where the member nations 
hoid the power of veto that Japan’s previous bids for ad- 
mission were quashed by the Soviet Union. 


This time, however, the Russians have agreed not to 
oppose Japan’s bid for membership. This agreement was 
part of the general understanding reached between the 
Soviet Union and Japan onthe occasion of Prime Minister 


Hatoyama’s trip to Moscow. 


It is understood here that 


Moscow’s promise to Japan was given unconditionally and 
that there will be no passing of the buck by the Soviets 


on this issue. 


It -is recalled, of course, that the Russians insisted 
on a package deal at the last regular session of the Gen- 
eral Assembly under which Japan’s admission was condi- 
tioned cn the acceptance of Outer Mongolia by the free 


nations. 


This preposterous idea was vetoed—and the So- 


viet propaganda tried to blame Nationalist China for Japan’s 
failure to win membership. We trust there will not be a 
repetition of such tactics by the Soviets this time. 


Until the Japan-Soviet agreement is ratified by the Japa- 
nese Diet, Soviet Russia could hardly be expected to bring 
the necessary resolution for Japan’s admission before the 
Security Council. Some other nation or a group of nations 
might, however, do so with Moscow refraining from any 
veto. It is quite certain, as far as Japan is concerned, that 
the ratification of the Japan-Soviet agreement will not be 


unduly delayed. 


The Japanese-Russian agreement which Prime Minister 
Hatoyama brought back from Moscow must, of course, be 


' studied most carefully and thoroughly by our legislators; 


but there seems to be no reason as far as we can see to 
reject it as being detrimental to the best interests of the 


Japanese nation. 


The chances seem quite good that Japan’s desire for 
early admission will finally be achieved during the llth 
regular session of the General Assembly, which lasts until 
next February. But it must be emphasized, of course, 
that once Japan secures membership she must be an active 
member, keen to uphold the influence of the U.N. Charter 


on current affairs. 


It is well for all Japanese at this time to realize just 
what membership in the United Nation involves. As Asia’s 
technically most advanced nation and as a member of both 
the Free World and the Afro-Asian bloc, Japan will surely 
have contributions to make in the interests of world peace 
But she must act with courage and conviction. 

While it is not yet certain when the issue of Japan’s 
membership will come before the General Assembly and 
Security Council, there is no question about the mass of 
important matters coming before the nations meeting 
during the next three months at the U.N. Headquarters. 


The crisis in the Middle 


East and the sorry state of 


affairs in Hungary call for the highest degree of states- 
manship. The General Assembly emergency session héis 
already proposed several courses of action, but a great deal 
stiil remains to be done, if the initiatives taken are to 
be pressed through to a successful conclusion. 

We believe that the solution to the current issues 
must in any case be found within the framework of the 


United Nations and its Charter. 


It is thus well that the 


United States turned down the Russian bid for a joint 
American-Russian intervention in Egypt and stood firmly 
against a possible resort to arms by the Soviets in the 


Middle East. — , 


Any action outside the U.N. might only complicate mat- 
ters; and surely all nations interested in a peaceful solu- 
tion to the present international conflicts must pool their 
strength behind the United Nations, 

It is hoped that the U.N. will seek a permanent settle- 
ment to the troubles in the Middle East and will render 
aid to the Hungarian people who are now the victims of 


Soviet aggression. 


It would -be most gratifying, at the 


same time, if Japan could be in a position to contribute 
to the solution of these problems as a member of the 


United Nations.

Asahi Shimbun was bitter in 
its criticism of the Government 
proposal to the Diet for prompt 
voting on the bill designed to 
extend the Strike Control Law 
without deliberation by a Diet 
committee. By making such a 
bid to the parliament, the Gov- 
ernment is belittling the nation’s 
Supreme organ and ignoring the 
people’s basic right, the paper 
Stressed. In the paper’s view, 
the bill for extension of the law 
is a matter of as great concern 
to the people as the Japan-Soviet 
Union Joint Declaration is. Fur- 
thermore, the law has been con- 
sidered undesirable ever since it 
was enacted, and the Diet should 
therefore conduct detailed delib- 
erations on the bill, the paper 
Said, . 


Mainichi Shimbun commenting 
on the British and French in- 
tervention in Egypt and the 
Soviet Union's resort to armed 
force against Hungary stressed 
that the big powers should abide 
by decisions taken by the 
United Nations. In the paper's 
view, it is regrettable that Brit- 
ain and France exercised their 
veto right against the Security 
Council’s resolution opposing

their armed intervention.  So- 
viet Union, on the other hand, 
used the same right against the 
resolution deploring Russia’s 
armed attack on Hungary, Brit- 
ain and France, however, later 
agreed to withdraw their armed 
forces from Egypt. But the 
Soviet Union continued its arm- 
ed attack on the satellite coun- 
try and thus ignored the world 
public opinion, the paper said. 


Yomiuri Shimbun _ urged 
Japan’s entry to the United Na- 
tions as early as possible, by 
the end of the year, if possible. 
In the paper’s view, when the 
Joint Declaration has been rati- 
fied by the Japanese Diet, the 
Soviet Union will no longer ex- 


ercise veto against Japan’s 
participation. in the world 
body. Under these circum- 
Stances, it is hoped that the 
Diet will conduct _ efficient 


deliberations on the Joint Dec- 
laration and related matters, 
the paper said. Some people 
doubt the authority of the Unit- 
ed Nations because of the Brit- 
ish and French intervention in 
Egypt as well as the Soviet 
Union’s resort to armed force 
against Hungary, the paper said.

Kishi, the ‘Youthful’ Contender 


Liberal-Democratic Secretary Youngest of ‘Candidates’ for Presidency 


The “favorite” of the longest 
standing since the current 
phase of the political derby for 
the prime ministership began 
is Liberal-Democratic Party 
Secretary - General Nobusuke 
Kishi, who observes his 60th 
birthday today. 

In the faction-torn conserva- 
tive regime, however, Kishi 
and his followers constitute a 
Clique of perhaps the vaguest 
delineation. 

Leaders of the Kishi group 
in fact are reluctant to admit 
that a Kishi faction as such 
exists, much less tabulating its 
numerical strength, 


Kishi himself has maintain- 
ed time and again that he be- 
longs to or heads no faction, 
but he is merely the Party Sec- 
retary whose primary job is 
to keep the Party in order, and 
above all, united. 


It is for this reason, he claims, 
that in the vortex of factional 
schemings, he has earned the 
name of “Ryo Kishi” (“kishi” 
means “river bank” and “ryo 
kishi’” means “both river 
banks”). The sarcastic implica- 
tion is that he has his feet 
on the shores of both the Main 
Current and the anti-Main Cur- 
rent, 


Answer Elusive 


Thus, while those in the know 
have variously assessed the 
strength of the so-called Kishi 
faction, Kishi’s closest lieuten- 
ant and his chief of staff, Sho- 
jiro Kawashima, was elusive 
about the question. 

Of the roughly 290 Liberal- 
Democratic Lower House mem- 
bers, about 150 may be consider- 
ed to belong to one faction or 
another, he said. “But it’s hard 
to say where the loyalty of the 
rest belongs. It may shift from 
day to day, depending upon 
political Cevelopments.” 

There have been reports in 
fact that some members of the 
Kishi “faction” were found in 
the ranks of the anti-Main Cur- 
rent group. When Main Curren- 
tist cnieftain Ichiro Kono com- 
plained to Kishi about it, the 
latter is reported to have re-

marked that those were his 
plants in the “enemy camp” to 
serve as his spies. 

Although uncertain about 
Kishi’s following, Kawashima, 
who was State Minister in the 
second Hatoyama Cabinet, had 
no uncertainty about who 
should be Japan’s next premier. 

He had the following line of 
reasoning to base his judgment 
on. 

1, The situation within the 
conservative party is nearing an 


impasse, and if it is allowed to . 


come to a deadend, it would 
mean that political hegemony 


‘has to be turned over to the So- 


cialists. . 

2. And yet the Socialists are 
not ready for it, as it was made 
clear by, for instance, the way 
they behaved with regard to 
the recent Sunakawa affair. 

3. It is time, therefore, that 
the conservative party changed 
“pitchers” to continue the game 
“in a refreshed mood.” 

And the new “pitcher,” of 
course, should be Secretary 
Kishi. 

Need Rejuvenation — 

But why? 

“Because he is youthful,” 
Kawashima said enthusiastically, 
implying that the other premier 
hopefuls are far older, e.g. Tan- 
zan Ishibashi is 72, and Mitsu- 
jiro Ishii, 67. 

“We must rejuvenate the en- 
tire Cabinet,” Kishi’s aide went 
on, meaning all the Cabinet 
members should be younger 
men than what they are now. 
(Seven of the present Cabinet 
members are above 70.) 

“Actually, even Mr. Kishi is 
not young enough for that mat- 
ter, but he is the youngest of 
the three ‘candidates.’” 

One thing that distinguishes 
the attitude of the Kishi “fac- 
tion” from those of the others 
is its emphasis on “personality” 
rather than on “policy.” 

For Attractive Line-Up 

“After all we are a conserva- 
tive party,” Kawashima explain- 
ed. “And there couldn’t be too 
much variety in policy regard- 
less of who may be its leader.” 
» “Policy could be drawn up by 
almost anyone. We can leave 
it up to college professors, It’s 
all desk work.” 

“What’s more important is 
people who carry out the policy. 
We need an attractive Cabinet 
line-up.” 

As for the method of choosing 
the next Liberal-Democratic 
President, who will be Prime 
Minister, Kishi himself says he 


naturally believes in “public 
election” as the party rule pre- 
scribes. But he thinks that 
whoever is thus “elected” ought 
to have the support of an over- 
whelming majority of the 
voters. 

“If the man wins by a very 
narrow margin, for instance, I 
don’t think, in view of our ex- 
periences and also of the per- 
sonality traits of Japanese, he 
can hold on to his post very 
long.” 

‘Amicable’ Settlement 


Kishi’s lieutenant elaborated — 


on this point: 

Because the Secretary’s pri- 
mary concern is to keep the 
party undivided, he hopes to see 
an “amicable” settlement of the 
vital issue in the interest of the 
nation. 

“That’s why,” said Kawa- 
shima, “Mr. Kishi has been 
wearing himself out trying to 
cope with the intraparty strife 
even at the expense of being 
called ‘Ryo Kishi.’” 

The “amicable” settlement to 
his thinking means that there 
should be only one “candidate” 
on which Liberal-Democratic 
Representatives cast their bal- 
lots. Hatoyama himself is re- 
ported to favor “narrowing the 
range of choice down to one 
person.” 

Kawashima lists two reasons 
why the Kishi school of thougit 
disfavors what he calls an “un- 
restrained popular vote,” the 
kind the Yoshida faction, for 
instance, recommends. 


Fears Consequences 


Firstly, if the final winner in 
such a voting wins by a nar- 
row margin, those who voted 
on the losing candidates would 
immediately start an opposition 
campaign against the new 
leader. 

Secondly, because there are 
no detailed regulations about 
the intraparty election, vote- 
buying will be resorted to by 
ambitious candidates. 

“In other words,” Kawashima 
declared, “we are not against 
the method and principle itself, 
but we are afraid of its con- 
sequences.” : 

In the event a Kishi Cabinet 
comes into being, Kawashima 
plans to send, if possible, the 
new Premier to the United 
States as a special envoy for a 
re-examination of U.S.-Japan re- 
lations. Such a step will he- 
come necessary as the result of 
the going into effect of the So- 
viet-Japan Joint Declaration, 
Kawashima said. 


Future U.S. Policies

WASHINGTON—With a Pres- 
ident from the Republican 
Party and a Congress controlled 
by the opposition Democratic 
Party both winning re-election 
in last Tuesday’s voting, it be- 
comes rather difficult to predict 
the economic and social policies 
that are likely to be pursued in 
the next two years. 

Judging from the past two 
years, however, when a similar 
division of governmental re- 
sponsibility existed, it is 
reasonable to expect that execu- 
tive and legislative branches 
will again find a formula for 
compromise and _ cooperation. 
Such a formula has resulted in 
the enactment of a goodly num- 
ber of constructive measures 
during the past two years. For 
instance, President and Con- 
gress were able to agree 
eventually on such significant 
measures as new farm and high- 
way programs, an increase in 
the national minimum wage, 
expansion of social security 
benefits, and simplification of 
U.S. customs procedures. 

What lies ahead will have to 
await the convening of the new 
legislature early in 1957, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower’s legislative 
proposals and the Congressional 


reaction to them, 


But it is possible to explore 
now the limits within which 
legislation may be drawn up 
and enacted. This can be done 
by examining some of the ma- 
jor issues raised and proposals 
advanced by leaders of both 
parties during. the 10-week 
election campaign that culminat- 
ed in last Tuesday’s balloting. 

Taxes: Both Republicans and 
Democrats held out the prospect 
of tax cuts. The former spoke 
of them principally within the 
framework of a balanced bua- 
get, the latter on the basis of 
the future growth of the econ- 
omy. Both seemed to favor 
tax-cutting particularly for low- 
er-income groups and small 
businessmen. 

Monetary Policy: Republicans 
defended their policy of credit 
restraint aS a means of check- 
ing inflation. Democrats gen- 
erally attacked this “tight 
money” policy, particularly as 
it affects farmers and gmall 
businessmen, 

Public Power: Republicans 
supported President  QBisen- 
hower’s “partnership” concept 
for resources and electric-pow- 
er development—state and local 
communities taking the initia- 
tive and the federal government 
helping where needed, Demo- 
crats. as they have traditional- 


ly, favored more ambitious 
federal projects. 
Farm Prices: Republicans 


held to their policy—now in 
effect—of flexible £overnment 


supports for farm prices, de- 
pendent on production and con- 
sumption = trends, Democrats 
advocated a return to high and 
rigid support prices, 


Surprisingly little was heard 
on iwo questions which have 
figured prominently in previous 
presidential campaigns. These 
are government spending and 
fereigm economic policy. 


The fact is that the programs 
of both parties inevitably call 
for iarge federal expenditures, 
be they for highways, national 
defense, schools or other pro- 
jects. As to defense, the recent 
outbreaks in Eastern Europe 
and the Middle East make it 
unlikely that outlays, which are 
down more than 20 per cent 
from 1953, will show any furth- 
er substantial drop in the im- 
mediate future, 


In the case of foreign econom- 
ic policies, both parties appear 
to be in general agreement. 
While there was some eloquent 
Democratic criticism of the ad- 
ministration’s handling of for- 
eign affairs, there was no such 
outspoken disapproval of its 
basically liberal trade and aid 
programs. 


Complete bipartisanship  l- 
ways is difficult to attain in a 
democracy, of course. There 
have been in the past, and there 
will be in the future, important 
differences between Republi- 
cans and Democrats on econom- 
ic policy, in both foreign and 
domestic fields. 


But the experience of the past 
two years shows that a Republi- 
can President and a Democratic 
Congress can arrive at construc- 
tive decisions that command 
tie support of the American 
people.

Segonzac, William Heinemann 
Ltd., London, 1956, 205 pages, 2ls. 


During the two months of 
travel to Red Chjna at his own 


‘expense, author A. de Segonzac 


poked his head into every place 
that he thought worthwhile ob- 
serving. Nothing was barred to 
him nor held from him and the 
people and government of that 
Communist State gave him 
every encouragement, 

The results of De Segonzac’s 
observations are compiled into 
this book and they are told with 
candor and without propaganda. 

He entered Red China by way 
of the Hongkong route, crossing 
over at Shumchun to Canton 
and then directly to Peiping 
where he arrived in time to see 
the fifth anniversary celebration 
of the founding of the People’s 
Republic. 

From the ancient capital he 
went to Manchuria for a glimpse 
of the industrial centers of Muk- 
den and Fusien. From there 
he took off for Shanghai and 
then went to _ the interior, 
Changsha, Hankow and Chung- 
king, and while in Hunan pro- 
vince he paid a visit to Shao 
San village, the birthplace of 
Mao Tse-tung. He returned to 
Peiping for another look before 
winding up his journey. 

The author, a wartime fighter- 
pilot who was shot down in 
Germany and taken prisoner, is 
now North American Bureau 
head of France-Soir. De Segon- 
zac has written his book as ob- 
jectively as possible, like the 
true reporter. And there is no 
attempt on his part either at 
inferences. He has presented 
the facts, his job is done and 
the rest is up to the reader.
